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DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the renewed petition under the unavoidable provisions of 37 CFR 1. 137(a), 
filed November 3, 2009, or in the alternative a petition under the unintentional provisions of 37 
CFR 1.137(b), to revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is DISMISSED. 

The petitioner has not satisfied the showing requirement has been met by submission of the 
statements of facts establishing that the delay in filing the reply was unavoidable, as well as 
inadvertent.
